The following is a brief 


history of the City burial 
grounds mentioned in this book. 


STATE STREET BURYING GROUND “ee fein. 


When the Scribner brothers platted the town of New Albany 
in 1815, they set aside a plat to be used for the city burial 
ground. It was located from what is now the south side of Elm 
Street at its south border extending north to the bluff of 
Falling Run Creek and eastward from West ist to a point within 
about 150 feet from State Street. This is about where the 
apartments for the elderly have been built. This would be the 


cemetery referred to in this book as State Street Burying 
Ground. 


In the New Albany Daily Ledger dated June 22, 1849, there 
was a notice "that the street commissioners were instructed to 
have the bodies of persons buried in the old cemetery removed 
to the new Northern Burial Grounds. Anyone that wanted to super- 
vise the moving of their friends or families were invited to do 
so". That all bodies were not removed is evident by another 
article in the June 22, 1905, New Albany Daily Ledger stating; 
“The old cemetery ground at West 1st and Elm Sts. is being 
entered by the contractors who are excavating for the sewer 
main at that point and while digging about twelve feet 
underground yesterday, the workmen unearthed a coffin containing 
the corpse of a man. When exposed to the atmosphere, the box 
and its contents quickly disintegrated and were reduced to dust 
with the exception of a few old fashioned buttons which had 
been on the clothing. The old cemetery formerly extended 
westward on Elm from State Street and many of the first 
settlers of New Albany and their descendants were buried in it. 
The encroachment of the business district on State Street 
caused the cemetery to be abandoned about fifty years ago and 
many of the bodies were disinterred and removed to the new 
Northern cemetery now known as Fairview. The marks of the old 
graves can be seen along the line of the sewer trench." 


JONES BURYING GROUND 


Plat #93 in the Early Plat Book of Floyd Co., dated 
November 11, 1820, is a plat of the town of Providence. It 
states "This town is named from a full belief of the goodness 
Of God in all His works"----- "The lot given for a burial ground 
is to be laid out and staked in regular order in such shape as 
may be considered by the inhabitants of the town to be most 
proper." This is signed by Eps. Jones and recorded in Deed 
Book B, page 9. The size of the burial ground was 1350! Es LST.

Epaphras Jones was one of George 
On the Vincennes expedition and founded the 
in Clark’s Grant on part of the 100 acres 
his service. 


The life of the town was a short one and never grew to 


more than a hamlet. He established a ferry landing but it 
never amounted to much either. He started a road from the 
river toward the Clarksville, Vincennes Road but stopped about 
2 miles north of the river, probably because of a lack of

The town was gradually swallowed up by the thriving city 
Albany. 


Epaphras Jones died February 14, 1847, and as recorded in 
the following records, was buried in the Jones Burying Ground. 


Efforts to find the exact location of the old burying 
ground were hampered by the lack of later plat maps showing the 
absorption of the old town. The closest description of 
location that could be found is that it was in the vicinity of 
the Division Street School on the corner of East 18th and 


Division Sts. 


The cemetery was destroyed long ago and it is not known if 
any of the bodies were moved to Fairview Cemetery. In later 
years when some excavation was being done in the area, a grave 
was dug into and it was reported to have been a man with veny 
red hair. 


Vincennes Burying Ground 


Mason Fitch deeded to the city of New Albany, lots 29, 30 
and 31 of Section 34, Township 2, Range 2, on January 10, 1840. 
It was to be used for a public burying ground. It is Plat #155 
in the Early Plat Book of Floyd County. It was situated on the 
east side of the New Albany, Vincennes Turnpike, now known as State 
Street. 


The exact location of the cemetery is not known, but it was 


somewhere between Clay and Dunbar Sts. It was said to have 
been near the site, of the present, New Albany, Floyd County 
Memorial Hospital. If this is true, it would be nearer to 


Dunbar St. 


Some bodies were moved to Fairview Cemetery but it is 
evident by the following article in the New Albany Daily 
Ledger, dated July 19, 1853, that all bodies were not moved. 
The article reads: "Much complaint is made among our citizens 
at the indecent exposure of the remains of persons buried in 


the graveyard on State Street. Most of the remains have been 
removed by the friends of the deceased but there are others 
there who were strangers or whose friends have moved away. We 


do not know whose duty it is to remove the remains but the city 
council ought to compel the proper persons to do it or have it 
done at the expense of the city.” 


There is no record that this article resulted in the removal 
of the rest of the bodies. 


NORTHERN BURYING GROUND 
FAIRVIEW CEMETERY 


In the early 1840’s the buisness section of New Albany 


began 
to advance along State Street. The City decided it was time ta 
establish a new burying ground, away from the downtown area. 


They started negotiations ta purchase land along the New Albany 
and Salem Railroad and along the Jeffersonville, Crawfordsville 
and Charlestown Road, now known as Sth Street. This site is about 
two miles from the site of the original Burying Ground. 
On October 29, 1841, plat one and plat two of the new 
Northern Burying Ground were recorded in the Old Plat Book of 


Floyd County. These two plats are located in the Northeast 
corner of the present day cemetery. 


Land was purchased from Mary Ann Ayres, wife of Elias Ayres, 
on February 9%, 1842, and a part of this land was reserved for 


the Ayres family plot. Just behind the Ayres lot is the Day’s 
burial plot. In 1846, land was bought from Robert Downey and 
this land was therefore known as "Downey’s Reserve". The 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows purchased on December 15, 1849, 
a section to be reserved for their lodge members. The 

volunteer Fireman also reserved a section for their members. A 


beautiful statue of a Fireman holding a child in his arms has 
adorned this section. But the statue was pulled off its base, by 
persons unknown, and broken. It is now repaired and waiting to 
be placed again in the cemetery. 

There were several underground vaults in the early days of 
the cemetery. The Roans, Meekin, Draper, Allen, Sheller and 
Dannikers were some of the ones that are mentioned in the

As you may notice by the large number of "Unknown" names, the 
Sextons were not too concerned about the recording of names. 
Instead referring to them as: Chocolate Soldier, A smoked Yankee, 
A German woman or A Strange man. 


The first burial officially recorded was for a child of "Hatten's", 


dated 31 July 1841. There are stones in the cemetery showing earlier 
burials but it is beleived these are of people moved in from other 
burial plots. One of these is for Joshua Fowler, a Patriot of the 


Revolutionary War, died March 18, 1820. 


One of the founders of New Albany, Joel Scribner who had died in 
1835, along with other members of the Scribner Family, were moved 
from the State Street Burying Ground to the Scribner lot in Fair- 


view. 


There are many impressive stones in the cemetery and the most 
impressive is the large, ornate monument erected to Washington 
C. DePauw, a millionaire, of the days of the Civil War. It 
consists of a 40 ft. statue with 18 steps leading up to it. 
Mr. DePauw founded a university, since moved to Greencastle, 


Ind., which bears his name. 


In 1891 the operation of the cemetery was put under the 
supervision of a Board of Regents, elected by the lot Owners. 
And in 1896 the name was changed from Northern to Fairview 


Cemetery. 


Prior to this turnover the lot owners had raised money for a 
fine stone and ironwork entrance at the East 6th Street gate. 
It is still standing but having been moved south on 6th St. as 
the cemetery purchased more ground. Tt is a very impressive 


entrance. 


Today, the cemetery is again under the control of the city and 
is located in the heart of the downtown area. It has recorded the 
burial of 29,233 persons and covers 65 acres. They are still 
selling lots for future burials.

Corrections for State Street Burying Ground 


The Scribner brothers did not plat State Street Burying Ground. In fact, there was no cemetery platted 
at all in the original plat of New Albany. A church and several lots were originally platted where the 
State Street Burying Ground ended up. Plat No. 105 was reserved as a burying ground, located on State 
and Lower Elm Streets, in 1833. This land is about one fourth of what ended up being State Street 
Burying Ground. 


The article mentioned for June 22, 1849 was in the New Albany Daily Democrat, not the New Albany 
Daily Ledger.
